IN AN ERA that seems to be pri- 


marily concerned with the pros and cons 
of natural childbirth, other aspects of 
pregnancy should not be overlooked.

that r.as been done or, toxemia of oreg- 
r.ancy—a severe condition which some- 
times de-, clops in pregnant women. 


Mo-t toxemias of pregnancy occur 


during the last few months before ths 
baby is to be delivered. For some un- 
krio\vn reason, poisonous substances arc 
given off in toxemia of pregnancy which 
cause swelling of the iegs. high blood 
pressure, rapid gain of weight, head- 
aches, and changes in ths eyes to oc- 
cur. 


It is believed that these poisonous 


substances, or toxins as they are known, 
are released from the mother's womb. 


Toxemias can get so severe as to 


cr.xise convulsions in the mother, and are 
one of the major causes of death of 
the mother as 
well a^ loss of the 


infant. The mortality i- as high as 40 
percent in the infants of mothers suffer- 
ing from toxemia. 


It is important that i woman having 


toxemia should have her case diagnosed 
as soon as possible because the sooner 
treatment is instituted, the better the 
chance of recovery. 


Usually, 
a woman 
suffering 
from 


toxemia 
of pregnancy is hospitalized 


immediately and p\it on a low salt diet. 
She is given sedatives and feedings into 
the vein aad also drugs to reduce the 
high blood pressure.
